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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: With respect to claim 21 , Applicant alleges that 
neither Norcott nor Ahamad, viewed separately or in combination, teaches the recited decoder "operable to convert the first audio-visual file 
in to a first analog signal." The Examiner respectfully disagrees. As cited in the Office Action, Norcott explicitly teaches that "Multi-channel 
PCI computer digital video decoder cards (not shown) as part of the AV I/O 48 are installed to provide analog audio and video to radio 
frequency television and video monitors" (col. 4/lines 21-25). 

Applicant further alleges that the combination of Norcott and Fish "does not address the controller and corresponding elements... [for 
example] the use of 'a controller in communication with the first and second decoders and operable to select the first audio-visual file."' The 
Examiner respectfully disagrees. The Examiner maintains that the rejection based on Norcott in view of Ahmad and Fish, set forth in the 
previous Office Action (incorporated by reference from the two previous Office Actions), teaches an IR Blaster that is equivalent to the 
recited controller. In addition, Fig. 2 of Ahmad teaches a controller in communication with a plurality of televisions and display modules. 
Fig. 5c of Ahmad teaches that this controller comprises a decoder and multiplexer 436 for receiving and decoding infrared input commands 
from a remote control associated with each television (Ahmad, Fig. 5a-c and col. 5/line 65-col. 6/35) 
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
